Nobody can give an exact an- 
swer to the question. But many 
competent authorities , think' it 
likely that great advances are 
likely, arid that progress during 
the next two decades will surpass 
that of 1940-1069. These possi- 
bilities 'have been mentioned: 

* Prevention and control of 
conditions causing . heart attack 
(now responsible for about 559,- 
000 deaths yearly in the United 
Slates) and stroke (cause of over 
201,000 U. S. deaths annually). 
Realization of this goal would 
constitute one of the greatest 
medical achievements in human

* Identification of causes and 
prevention of inborn heart defects 
with which about 25,000 babies 
arc born yearly. . .,_. 

* Increased knowledge leading 
to successful transplantation of 
hearts and .other organs. 

* Development of an effective 
artificial heart', with a fully-im- 
planted power source, as well as 
perfection of "assist" mechani- 
cal devices to help hearts in dis- 
tress. •'.",'.; ** ; ■ 

* Extension of already-tested 
"coronary care units," or their 
equivalents, to . all hospitals in 



the country treating acutely 111 
persons. These units, which pro- 
vide for continuous monitoring of 
vital functions of persons sur- 
viving heart attacks, with an 
alarm system bringing personnel 
trained to cope with sudden emer- 
gencies, improve the survival 
rate by as much as 30 per cent. 
They are now available only to 
about ja third of surviving heart 
attack patients; °l-\-\-~ft 

Further substantial gains also 
are expected in the fight against 
rheumatic heart disease, already 
widely-regarded as being pre- 
ventable by knocking out tile 



''strep" .infection which almost 
always precedes rheumatic fever. 
Some scientists believe that a re- 
liable vaccine, immunizing young 
people against "strep" infection, 
is in the offing. 

Dramatic advances in cardio- 
vascular surgery arc quite pos- 
sible. During the 194M9 era, this 
type of surgery focused on cor- 
rection of inborn heart and blood 
vessel defects, arterial * grafts, 
valve replacements arid relief of 
conditions resulting from rheu- 
matic heart disease. Addition- 
ly, heart transplantation moved 
into its clinical trial phase. Dur- 
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ing the next twenty years medical 
scientists arc likely to improve 
existing techniques, and develop 
many new ones. 

Apart from what is done by 
science and medicine man him- 
self may ploy a big role in re- 
ducing the risk of heart attack 
and stroke during the next twen- 
ty years. The steps he can take 
include periodic health examin- 
ations, which give his physician 
an opportunity to^detect and be- 
gin treatment of 'any. high blood 
pressure or diabetes that may be 
present; avoidance of cigarettes, 



maintenance of normal weight, 
regular physical activity, and ad- 
herence to a diet which substi- 
tutes polyunsaturated fats .(chief- 
ly from vegetable oils and fish) 
for animal fats and whicli has 
fewer high-cholcstcrol foods. 

Any Jook at the future also 
must, take into account another 
vital consideration—your Heart 
Association, now needed more 
thanever before. Its highly suc- 
cessful research program, having 
contributed so effectively to, vir- 
tually every recent advance in 
cardiovascular medicine, surely 



warrants extension. So do its pro*, 
grams of professional and public 
education, as well as its commun- 
ity heart programs, which must 
continue to bring the benefits of 
new knowledge to the grassroots 
of America. 

And how can the individual 
help? Orie way is to work as a 
Heart/ volunteer, actively and 
personally participating in the 
fight] against heart and blood 
vessel, disease. Another way is to 
give generously to the' 1909 Heart 
Fund Campaign, which is being 
conducted throughout February.

3. The unauthorized appropriation or oc-i 
cupatipn of any building of the institution. . 

4. The deliberate, forcible and unlawful in- 
terference with the freedom of movement of any 
person at the institution. 

5. Any other unlawful* act directed against 
e institution. ' ' . , 

Now we believe that tlrase are a simple set 
of standards for anyone to follow. 

Many parents are hardrpressed these days 
to get the money together to send their young- 
sters to college. It is not a cheap, education that 
you are buying z&H _ 

But with the rioting on campus — the sit-ins 
—the other demonstrations— we are wondering 
why someone hasn't thought of this simple solu- 
tion before. 

Sen. Berning is from Lake County. He is not 
against youngsters, having some of his own. 

But he is for education in an atmosphere 
where an education. can be had. 

We wholeheartedly support this legislation.

In a recent editorial the Fire 
Department was accused of man- 
aging the news and violating the 
righl-lo-know law because our, 
dispatcher would not give a re- 
porter the location of a fire cull. 

It has been a long standing 
rule even. in the days before the 
present dispatching syscm for 
the operators to give no informa- 
tion to anyone except properly 
identified fire personnel. This is 
done because there has always 
been a problem of overloading 
telephone circuits with calls from 
the curious. 

At the time a" call is received 
the dispatcher must alert the 
firemen by radio and whistle, he 
ready to answer the direct, line 
from the station; direct the po- 
lice to. intersections for traffic 
control, and answer from one to 
four radio calls from mobile! 
units. This is done, generally; 
in a lime period of two minutes, 
leaving the dispatcher very little 
time to talk with anyone . 

The Fire Department records 
are open to the public for inspec- 
tion if such inspection is sought 
in a reasonable manner. The rec- 
ords are kept by the Fire Depart- 
ment Officers and not the dis- 
patching service. 5- 

If the editor is so inclined and 
will contact the Fire Chief ho 
will be given a telephone number 
that is used by other news media 
to obtain information.

Lake County Rabies Inspector 
John H. Wawlrka, DVM< has re- 
ported the first positive, case of 
rabies this year.. Like the. two 
cases reported' in 1968, Dr. Wa- 
wlrka says this one occurred In 
a skunk. The animal bit a rural 
Waukcgon man's dog. Tests 
proved the skunk was .carrying 
the disease. By State law the 
dog, a mixed breed, must be put 
to death because. the owner could 
show no proof of inoculation- 
Even if a dog had been inocu- 
lated against rabies during the 
past year the recommendation is 
that It be put to sleep. An 
alternative, . if the -■ animal has 
been vaccinated within the pre- 
ceding 12 month period, Is to in* 
oculalc it again then hold the 
dog in confinement for, a' period 
of some weeks to make sure it 
has not contracted rabies. 

The only known way. to make 
a positive identification of rabies 
is to have brain tissue 1 tested in 
a laboratory.' AH pet owners are 
reminded to have their . animals 
vaccinated once each year;

• The Board, adopted the official 
calendar for the 1969-70 school 
year, showing student registra- 
tion SeptO and 9, with classes 
to begin Sept. ll. ; .' "< • ... = £- 
The calendar coincides with 
that of Northern 111. University 
and will 'follow, as closely as pos- 
sible, the holiday schedule of 
local school districts. Applica- 
tions for admission will be avail- 
able about Feb. 25 in the College 
office and through high school 
Counselors. 

The Board also named Modulus 
of- California,' manufacturers of 
prefabricated buildings to. -draw 
up bidable specifications for in- 
terim facilities for the college. 
It is expected the specifications 
will be ready to let to qualified 
bidders in about 30" days. 

It is expected the temporary 
facilities will require about 60,000 
square feet, and will include ad 
minlstrativc offices, library, col 
lege center, laboratory and spe- 
cial services areas. This area 
could he expected to accommo- 
date 1,000 to -1,500 students this 
fall. College administrators ex- 
pect to have use of part of these 
facilities by Aug. 1, with the re- 
mainder completed shortly there- 
after.

Red Cross 
Services 
Are Costly 

The cost of Red Cross services 
to the American people— sparked 
by mounting demands for ser- 
vices to military personnel and a 
series of unpredictable disasters 
-ellmbed to $122,457,011 in the 
1967-68 fiscal year. 

Tilden Cummhigs, president of 
the Continental Illinois Bank of 
Chicago and chairman or the lo- 
cal Rex) Cross, noted that the 
Mid-America Chapter serving 
metropolitan Chicago spent H- 
323,350.05 of- the national figure. 

Expenditures for aiding the 
armed forces and their families 
were $48,440,467- nationally , and 
$746,593.13 locally. Cummlngs 
said that nearly one in every 
three members of the U. S. 
armed forces received help from 
Red Cross. Each month, at mili- 
tary installations and hospitals, 



an average of 107,600 servicemen 
got. assistance. ' In their home 
towns, 733,100 servicemen's fam- 
ilies and 103,200 veterans' : fam- 
ilies received aid from Red Cross 
chapters during the year. 

Cummings said Red Cross' sec- 
ond major effort was aid for vic- 
tims of disasters in the United 
Stales. During the year victims 
of catastrophe were given as- 
sistance in a total of 19,100 dis- 
aster situations, such as fires, 
.floods and tornadoes, with 58,800 
families receiving long-term help 
in returning to normal living.

Since the birth of the Safety 
Commission In 1956, one of its 
primary objectives has been to 
investigate, study, and analyze 
traffic problems;, and to insti- 
tute such programs that would 
reduce accidents and fatalities. 
It appears, that these long rang- 
ed programs have proven suc- 
cessful. 

Three significant things hap- 
pened this year regarding traffic 
safety. There were lib fatalities 
for 33 consecutive days. and only 
one in a 63 day period. For the 
second consecutive year, fatali- 
ties have been substantially re- 
duced. And finally, while neigh- 
boring counties, states,, and na- 
tional figures have risen, Lake 
County experienced the fewest 
fatalities of the last six years. 

This is especially surprising, 
when automobile registrations 
and miles traveled arc increas- 
ing rapidly each year. 

The School f Safety Program, 
started two years ogo, was well 
accepted and expanded. Through 
requests from many elementary 
schools, safety lectures were .giv- 
en and films shown to appproxl- 
matcly 14,000 students. A School 
Safety Poster Kit. Program was 
instituted and kits were forward- 
ed to all County elementary 
schools. The kits consisted of 
nine monthly posters, displaying 
instructions, and a teaching 
guide .for each poster. The pro- 
gram received good endorse- 
ment and will probably be con- 
tinued. . 

During the year, four . new 
films were acquired for the li- 
brary, which makes a total of 
eighteen films. The films were 
utilized by schools, industrial 
firms, the military, churches, 
and various civic and social or- 



ganizations. One of the heaviest 
users were the Driver Education 
Instructors. Eight county high 
schools utilized the film library, 
by checking out over 100 films 
for approximately. 10,000 Driver 
Education students. 

The Public Information Pro- 
gram was active, Safety bul- 
letins were forwarded weekly to 
175 - recipient s. Many industries 
duplicated and posted these bul- 
letins within their plants as part 
of their total safety program. 
News media received numerous 
safety releases, and the Execu- 
tive Director appeared on radio 
discussion programs and fulfilled 
many speaking engagements. 
Holiday traffic safety was strong- 
ly emphasized throughout the 
year. " 

There was an increased em- 
phasis on accident investigation. 
As a result of these investiga- 
tions, many -recommendations 
were made and"a number. of in- 
stallations have been completed. 
Investigations were also conduct- 
ed that originated from citizen 
complaints and Commissioner's 
suggestions arising, from indus- 
trial .and municipal requests 
were limited, but increasing. 

The Special Projects .Commit- 
tee formulated plans for the 
County Fair and established pri- 
orities for funded programs. The 
Legislative Committee initiated 
safety resolutions and forwarded 
these resolutions lo the Legis- 
lators. In addition, they are 
recommending legislation in ten 
areas of safety for 1969. 
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The Post Office Department 
operates a fleet of 56,607 trucks 
in addition to many other types 
of vehicles. 



County Participates 
In Shelter talks 

A seminar on community shel- 
ter planning was held in Atlanta, 
Ga., recently, sponsored by the 
Office of Civil Defense and the 
University of Tennessee, which 
operates the training program in 
shelter planning. 

Director Normand Drummond 
of the Lake County Regional 
Planning Commission ° attended 
the conference. It brought to- 
gether people from all parts of 
the nation who- are„actlvely_in-._ 
volved in community-wide shel- 
ter projects. 

Drummond says the. Lake 
County community shelter plan- 
ning project has as Its objec- 
tive the identification of fallout 
shelters In existing, buildings, and 
the preparation of a plan to use 
these shelters in the event of 
nuclear, war. 

Pnce the plan is prepared, each 
citizen of the county will be sent 
an information packet telling' 
where to find shelter in time -of 
attack and describing other infor- 
mation concerning the nature of 
radioactive fallout. Other pro- 
gram objectives include the iden- 
tification of shelter deficits .and 
recommendations for developing 
additional shelter in new build- 
ings which are being constructed 
throughout the county. 

The Lake County project, ac- 
cording to Drummond, is about 
one-half completed.
